SINCE PULP CAME INTO USE THERE 


HAVE BEEN MANY CHANGES. 


Paper Is Taking 13«.• Place o f W ood, Stone 
an«l Iro n —It Is Now Blade A bsolutely 
Fireproof - Shirt líos»-)* That 
Don't 
Ilavo to He W ashed. 


Without steam and railways modern 
society would undoubtedly exist. 
Bat 
what a state of Intellectual darkness 
would bo that of civilized mankind 
without paper and the seer« t of its man­ 
ufacture! 
For many years the rag met 
all demands of the paper industry. The 
increasing divfrrity of n**«« to which 
paper and paper pulp have l een put ia 
the last decade have r.iu«ie it necessary 
for manufacturers to cast about for more 
effective elementary su bet acres. Boots, 
money, boats, gas pip* s, impermeable 
casks, toys, hot tbs, pipes, floors, doors, 
ceilings, aichitectnral ornaments, roof­ 
ing, chimneys and »vrn complete fire­ 
proof honse« are uow made of paper. 
Many elaim that it will eventually sup­ 
plant wood, for it will neither crack 
nor warp. It cun be triturated, put un­ 
der great pressure and subjected to cer­ 
tain chrmical treatm ent and wili ihen 
take a high polish and will rcsi-r the ef­ 
fects of fire better {ban any other ma­ 
terial known. 
Paper is gradually sup­ 
planting metal in certain lines. 
Loco­ 
motive wheels have b'*eu made cf it for 
sov* ral years, and even rails for rail­ 
roads. The next progressive step will be 
to nse it for the manufacture of ord­ 
nance, which is not by any means a re­ 
mote possibility. Paper has largely tak­ 
en the pi,ace of linen. 
We have paper 
collars and cuffs and blankets. 
An in­ 
genious inventor has devised 
paper 
shirt bosoms, wbu'h can be torn off like 
th* pagi s front a calendar, thus enabling 
the wearer to have a clean shirt front 
as often as b* d«*sires. It is only a m at­ 
ter of time before cloths, dressinggowna 
and entire suits o f clothe*» will he made 
from paper. The soldiers cf the Japanese 
army wore paper trousers and jerseys 
during th* ir famous winter campaign. 
W«>od pulp is the most effe* rive sub­ 
stituí« for rags in the manufactxire cf 
paper. Nearly every species of wood can 
be used.- Some kinds yield more than 
others. More pulp can la* got from wil­ 
low »nd otu'-timf than from walnut. 
Different woods give various qualities 
and effects. 
Aspen w ill yield a very 
white paper, but defective in solidity, 
anyl is therefore mixed with fir. 
This 
latter wood is most generally used. It 
was first imported from the Black forest, 
in Germany, 
The chief supply is now 
ofctaiu« d in Norway and Finland, iuthe 
form of planks or poles, never exceeding 
3 feet 7 or 8 inches. 
For the last half century the world's 
pr« duct ion o f paper has increased ten­ 
fold. 
in itux* it was aai.yiH) metric 
tons. 
The latest recent estimate was 
t ,000,000 metric ton*. The Europaau 
uianuf e tnr* rs are suffering from a glut 
in production. 
The price of paper has 
fallen on* third, while wages have dou­ 
blet]. The European plants are not so 
progre-sive as those in Ibis country. 
They depend too much upon manual la­ 
bor. In tin» U nit'd Mates the manufac­ 
turers have substituted machinery for 
hand work, and as a result of the de­ 
crease in the number of their employees 
are enabled to pay high wages. 
Attention has recently bc«n called to 
the utility of a little known species of 
paj • r called the boabab, or Ansouia. 
It is made from the wood of the boabab 
tree, which i* a native of west Africa, 
aud i*» known then* as the "monkey 
bread tw e.” It is found in A tfm iu ñ , 
¡Senegal and south of Coyo river. 
It is 
of low growth aud lias a very thick 
trunk. 
While it rarely attains a height 
of 20 feet, the trunk is usually 20 to 25 
feet in diam* ter. The branches an* pen­ 
dulous aud bear au edible fruit. The iu- 
ner bark of this tree is very fibrous. 
It 
is used for rnakiug superior wrapper pa­ 
pers, which have great tenacity. 
When 
the inner bark is stripped from the tree, , 
a fresh growth supplants that taken 
away, and in a couple of years the tree 
is again in u«*imal condition. The bark 
is peeh*d off but once iu four years. 
The latest addition to the paper in 
dustry is a sanitary note paper which 
is claimed to bo germproof. It has long 
been known that 
letters frequently 
spread infectious diseases by means of 
the germs thut contaminate the paper. 
Au English firm has produced a paper 
which is impregnated with an antiseptic 
substance which kills all germs that 
may come iu contact with the paper. If 
this paper proves to be what the proprie­ 
tors claim, it is certainly a meritorious 
invention and w ill become generally 
used by hospitals and during the rage of 
future epidemics. 
Chinese and Japanese papers have 
long been noted for their quality. It has 
recently been ascertained, however, that 
even finer grades are produced in Korea. 
Due eminent authority states that “ the 
Koreau paper excels the very best that 
is made in China and Jap an ." 
It is 
manufactured entirely by manual labor. 
No machiu* ry whatever is employed. 


For the better graces ui® uma. u« v^- 
( Broussonetia papyrifera is used. This is 
gathered iu the spring of the year. It is 
placed iu water, mixed with wood ash­ 
es and is then beaten until it is reduced 
to a thick pulp, which is dipped out in 
good sized ladles aud spread out iu thin 
sheets upon bamboo frames. A different 
grade of paper is made from fragments 
of bark, which are trodden under foot 
»u a manner sim ilar to t bat employed iu 
the grape presses in some countries. 
This process of making the pulp is very 
tedious, but it p* ssesses the great merit 
of preserving the fibers intact and not 
breaking them, as is done when m a­ 
chinery is used. The pulp is then m eta­ 
morphosed into paper, and the sheets 
are slacked up in piles six feet high and 
cut into pieces. Then the piles of paper 
| are compressed by the stamping of feet. 
The roots and 3eeds of a plant called 
tackpau) are added to the pulp when a 
grade possessing greater tenacity aud 
j toughness is desired.—Philadelphia Rec­ 
ord.

A Sriar.g«* Inland. 
fi.ighali* n, «»n th«* eastern coast of Si­ 
beria, presents a very curious anomaly 
of ( límate. The island is bathed by two 
cold ocean currents, and in w inter noth­ 
ing pro!« cts it against the icy northwest 
winds coming from Siberia. At the sea 
level the snow falls continually and 
-tays ou the ground till the end of May, 
and the seashore is very cold. 
Farther 
inland, however, especially as we go 
higher up, the climate is modified—just 
the opposite to what is observed else­ 
where. It has often been observed in Si­ 
beria and in central Europe that in win­ 
ter the cold is greater in the plains and 
the valleys, ana that the highlands have 
a s- nsibly mild* r t«m pera ture. It is as 
if the denser cold air accumulated in the 
lowlands. 
This fact is very often ob­ 
served in our climate. There are several 
very good examples of it. 
All the trees 
and shrubs i f a valley have been known 
to be killed by fr*>-t, while above a cer­ 
tain level, very clearly marked out, ou 
th* hill or the mountain, the vegetation 
has not suff« red at all. 
The cold air 
often flows f vim the summits toward 
their bases. This is what takes place at 
Saghalicu.

All the great 
modern democracies 
have to contend almost for existence 
against the popular disposition to treat 
elective offi es as representative and to 
GQBsider it of more importance that they 
should be filled by persons holding cer­ 
tain opinions than by persons most com- 
petent to perform their duties. The dis­ 
tinction between representing and ad- 
minist* ring s«** ms plain enough, and yet 
the democratic tendency has been ev­ 
erywhere since the French revolution to 
oljscure it. 
This has not unnaturally 
led to the idea that the offices are re 
wards for the persons who have done 
m*»t to propagate or defend the views 
which they represent and ought to be* 
given to them independently of their fit- 
uess. 
To this confusion of two distinct 
functions I must ascribe the deteriora­ 
tion which has been remarked so fre- 
qu- utly in the legislatures of all demo* 
era tic countries in modern times. 
The 
uuuiber of men of experience or special 
knowledge ¡«- well as of conspicuous 
men which they contain seems to de­ 
cline steadily, w hile the interests com - 
rnitti *1 to their charge as steadily seem 
to increase. 
This disregard of special fitness, com­ 
bined w ith the unwillingness to ae 
kuowh <lge that there can be anything 
special about any man, both of which 
an* born of equality, constitutes the 
great defect of modern democracy.—EL 
L. Godkin in Atlantic.

cumference. It is hooped with cow horn 
rings and iron bands. The bugle is the 
property of Mrs. Anna Mayhall, grand­ 
daughter of the late Captain Robert 
Collin?, Wh° WW® S «eldicr in the W tfflf 
1812-15. 
It was used in the campaign 
of Colonel Richard M. Johnson and was 
at the death of Tecumseh. Captain Col­ 
lins w as a bugler for tho regiment, and 
this is the instrum ent he used during 
the war and which ordered the famous 
charge of Colonel Johnson. 
Captain 
Collins was a mechanical genius, and 
w ith his own hands made the instru­ 
ment. 
Every morning at sunrise h> 
waked the neighbors for miles around 
w ith his reveille call from the bugle 
until his death, in 1864.—Frankfort

Foiiltney Bigvluw on German Education. 
The great era of German domination 
In tilings mental was the era of com- 
parativc liberty tHu CLffv cf Holiillor iinci 
Goethe. 
Today the universities, the 
schools, the men of ideas—they all live 
too much in the shade of officials. A 
historian like Mommsen, a scientist like 
Virchow, a political thinker like Del- 
brack—such men are made to suffer po­ 
litical and s<wial persecution. Germans 
appreciate greatness, but the German 
government tolerates it not. The great 
man must be a freeman, and a govern­ 
ment of soldiers cannot endure fnvmen. 
Germans ;ire justly proud of their vast 
army, their industrious and honest offi­ 
cials, their excellent educational insti­ 
tutions. It is all wonderful, but not to 
my tasti. I would rather live in a rough 
country and carry a revolver than feel 
that a policeman was always at my back. 
We Americans may carry too far our 
admiration for German education. And 
this is directed particularly at parents 
who tinnk of sending their boys to a 
gymnasium or the university. The Ger­ 
man boy learns an enormous amount, 
but it is usually at the expense of his 
health, and always at the exjieuse of 
time which should have been devoted to 
canoeing, fishing, shooting or sailing. 
Mr. Edison once told me that, lie ad­ 
mired Germans very muc h as chemists; 
that they were the only people patient 
enough for that work; but, so far as 
other useful knowledge was concerned, 
he could say little for them. And, as we 
all know, Edison is an expert on the 
subject of labor value. 
Thera are several things which Ger­ 
many could never have produced—foi 
instance, Cobden, Abraham Lincoln, 
Hen 17 Ward Beecher and Thomas Edi­ 
son.—Hurjier’s Weekly.

It is 
placed iu water, mixed with wood ash­ 
es and is then beaten until it is reduced 
to a thick pulp, which is dipped oat in 
good sized ladles and (Spread out in thin 
sheets upon bamboo frames. A different 
grade of paper is made from fragments

This process of making the pulp is very 
tedious, but it p* ssesses the great merit 
of preserving the fibers intact and not 
breaking them, a ' is done when ma­ 
chinery is used. The pulp is then meta­ 
morphosed into paper, and the sheets 
are stacked up in piles six feet high and 
cut into pieces. Then the piles of paper 
are compressed by the stamping of feet. 
The roots and w*eds of a plant called 
tackpanl are added to the pulp when a 
grade possessing greater tenacity and 
toughness is desired.—Philadelphia Rec­ 
ord.

Bagh,iii* ii. <>u th** eastern coast of Si­ 
beria, presents a very curious anomaly 
of t Ii mate. Tho island is bathed by two 
■ ■id ocean currents, and in w inter noth­ 
ing pron ets if against th** icy northwest 
winds coming from Sib* ria. At the sea 
level the snow falls continually and 
'fays on th** ground fill rh* end of May, 
and the seashore is very cold. 
Farther 
inland, however, especially as we go 
higher tip. the climate is modified—just 
the opposite to what is observed else­ 
where. It has often been observed in Si­ 
beria and in central Europe that in win­ 
ter til** cold is greater in the plains and 
th© valleys, and thai the highlands have 
a sensibly m ilder temperature. It is as 
if the dens* r cold air accumulated in the 
lowlands. 
This fact is very oft* n ob­ 
served in our climate. There* are several 
very g****! * x am pl* - of it. All the trews 
and shrubs * f a valley have boon known 
to b> k ill'd by frost, while above a cer­ 
tain level, very* clearly marked out, on 
the hill or the mountain, the vegetation 
has not stiff* red at all. 
The cold air 
often fl*nvs from th*- summits toward 
til' ir bu-' s. This i' what t.»k« s pla**e af 
Saghaliea. The fold air accumulates in 
tim low re gums * f th* island and on the 
const. 
Th* higher regions have a more 
elevated t«-nip mture. 
So it happens 
that the lower part# have an uretic veg­ 
etation. while flit* int* remediate altitudes 
have the vegetation of a temperate zone, 
sometim* s subtropical. 
Th* bin h the ash. the pine, the fir 
abound in the low re gions aud form 
often impel!* trulile forests, but toward 
the c< liter of the island appear bamboos, 
hydrangeas, aralia' and other plants 
that one i> greatly surprised to meet and 
whose presencx* can b*^ ipluined only 
by th** alt g« tit* r abnormal climatic 
conditions ■ *i the island.—Cosmos.

bent into a funnel shaped hora. 
The 
bell, or mouth, is 13>* inches in cir­ 
cumference. It is hooped with cow horn 
rings and iron bands. The bugle is the 
property of Mrs. Anna Mayhall, grand­ 
daughter of the late Captain Robert 
Collins, who was a soldier in the war of 
1812-15. 
It was used in the campaign 
of Colonel Richard M. Johnson and was 
at the death of Tecumseh. Captain Col­ 
lins was a bugler for the regiment, and 
this is the instrum ent he used during 
tho war and which ordered the famous 
charge of Colonel Johnson. 
Captain 
Collins was a mechanical genius, and 
w ith his own hands made the instru­ 
ment. 
Every morning at sunrise h< 
waked the neighbors for miles around 
w ith his reveille call from the bugle 
until his death, in 1864.—Frankfort

The gr< at era of German domination 
In things mental was the era of com­ 
parative liberty, the age of Schiller and 
Goethe. 
Today the universities, tho 
schools, the men of ideas— they all live 
too much iii the shade of officials.

historian like Mommsen, a scientist like 
Virchow, a political thinker like Del­ 
ton ck—such men are made to suffer po­ 
litical mid siw ial persecution. Germans 
appreciate greatness, but the German 
government tolerates it not. The great 
man must be a freeman, aud a govern­ 
ment of soldiers cannot endure freemen. 
Germans ;ixe justly proud of their vast 
army, their industrious and honest offi­ 
cials, their excellent educational insti­ 
tutions. 
It i.» all wonderful, but not to 
my taste. I would rather live in a rough 
country and carry a revolver titan feel 
that a jh)1 Heman was always at my buck.
